Romney Apologizes for Bullying 



Candidate: Pranks 
weren’t targeted 
at gay elassmates 

Washington 

Mitt Romney apologized Thurs- 
day for “stupid” high school pranks 
that may have gone too far and 
moved quickly to stamp out any 
notion that he bullied schoolmates 
because they were gay. His swift 
response reflected the Republican 
presidential candidate’s recogni- 
tion that his record on gay rights 
is under heightened scrutiny fol- 
lowing President Obama’s embrace 
of gay marriage. 

Romney issued the apology dur- 
ing a hastily arranged radio inter- 
view after The Washington Post 
reported Thursday that he had 
held down classmate John Taub- 
er and cut off his bleached blond 
hair when they were students at 
Cranbrook School, a prestigious 
boarding school in Bloomfield 
Hills, Mich. 

The Post suggested Tauber was 
bullied because he was gay. The 
paper recounted another incident

DOJ lawsuit: Arpaio,

The U.S. Justice Department sued 
America’s self-proclaimed toughest 
sheriff Thursday, a rare step for the 
agency after months of negotiations 
failed to reach a settlement over alle- 
gations that his department racial- 
ly profiled Latinos in his trademark 
immigration patrols. 

Officials said that only once 
before has the agency filed a law- 
suit against a police department that 
they were unable to reach an agree- 
ment with in the 18 -year history of 
the DOJ’s police reform efforts. The 
lawsuit means that a federal judge 
will decide the escalating standoff 
with Sheriff Joe Arpaio. 

“We have invariably been able 
to work collaboratively with law 
enforcement agencies to build bet- 


ter departments and safer commu- 
nities,” said Assistant U.S. Attorney 
General Thomas Perez, who heads 
the DOJ’s civil rights division, at a 
news conference. 

Arpaio and the Maricopa Coun- 
ty sheriffs office “have been a glar- 
ing exception,” Perez said. 

The DOJ first leveled the allega- 
tions against Arpaio in December, 
saying that a culture of disregard 
for basic constitutional rights pre- 
vailed at the office, which covers 


metro Phoenix. Talks to reach a set- 
tlement broke off last month. 

Arpaio, who planned to hold a 
news conference Thursday to discuss 
the lawsuit, issued a statement. 

“The Department of Justice 
would like to take over my office 
by requiring the implementation 
of a court-appointed monitor,” 
Arpaio said. “So far, their claims 
are based on isolated incidents that 
have already been identified and

IVvin Blasts Kill 55 in Damascus 


Bombs are deadliest 
attack since uprising 
against Assad began 


Damascus, Syria 

Twin suicide car bombs explod- 
ed outside a military intelligence 
building and killed 55 people 
Thursday, tossing mangled bod- 
ies in the street in the deadliest 
attack against a regime target 
since the Syrian uprising began 
14 months ago. 

The bombings fueled fears of 
a rising Islamic militant element 
among the forces seeking to oust 
President Bashar Assad and dealt a 
further blow to international efforts 
to end the bloodshed. 

The first car bomb went off on 
a key six-lane highway during the 
morning rush hour, knocking down 
a security wall outside the govern- 
ment building and drawing peo- 
ple to the scene, witnesses said. A 
much larger blast soon followed, 
shaking the neighborhood, setting 
dozens of cars ablaze and sending 
up a gray mushroom cloud visible 
around the capital. 

Syrian state TV showed dozens 
of bodies, some charred or dismem- 
bered, strewn in the rubble or still 
inside damaged cars. Medics in 
rubber gloves picked through the 
site for human remains amid the

Myan Calendars: No End in Sight 


Washington 

The ancient Mayans were masters 
of time, keepers of good calendars. 
And now we have one of their time- 
keepers’ workrooms to prove it. 

In a striking find, archaeolo- 
gists in Guatemala report the dis- 
covery of a small building whose 
walls display not only a stunning- 
ly preserved mural of a bright- 
ly adorned Mayan king, but also 
calendars that destroy any notion 
that the Mayans predicted the end 
of the world in 2012. 

These deep-time calendars can 
be used to count thousands of years 
into the past and future, countering 
pop-culture and New Age ideas that 
Mayan calendars ended on Dec. 21, 


Keeping Time 

Before researchers discovered 

the newest calendars, the best-pre- 
served Mayan calendars were in- 
scribed in bark-paged books called 
codices, the most famous being the 
Dresden Codex, a book from the 11th 
or 12th century. But those pages hail 
from several hundred years later 
than the newly discovered calen- 
dars, (twp) 


2012 — or Dec. 23, depending on 
who’s counting — thereby predict- 
ing the end of the world. 

The mural is the first Mayan 
painting found in a small building 
instead of a large public space. And 


it’s also the oldest known preserved 
Mayan painting. 

The newly found calendars, 
which track the motion of the moon, 
Venus and Mars, provide an unprec- 
edented glimpse into how these sto- 
ried sky-gazers — who dominated 
Central America for nearly 1,000 
years — kept such accurate track of 
months, seasons and years. 

“What they’re trying to do is 
understand the large cycles of cos- 
mic time,” said William Satumo, the 
Boston University archaeologist who 
led the expedition. “It’s like looking 
into Da Vinci’s workshop.” 

The discovery is detailed in Fri- 
day’s Science magazine and in the 
June issue of National Geographic.

Don’t Stop Now 

The people sitting at a bus stop are generally all 
headed in the same direction, that wasn't the case 
with the handful of people sitting at the bus stop 
consolidation meeting WMATA held at Matthews 
Memorial Baptist Church in Anacostia on Tuesday. 


It was the first of three gatherings 
organized to discuss which stops 
should get nixed to boost efficiency 
and on-time performance. (There 
was another one Thursday night, 
and the final meeting is scheduled 
for next week.) 

Mark Browning, facilities 
planner in the office of bus 
planning, was ready with his spiel. 
Basically, the board has decreed 
that there should be an average of 
four or five stops per mile. 

“Currently, on some routes, 
there are 11 stops per mile. That’s 
not practical,” he explained. 


Next Meeting 

The final public meeting on 
Metro's bus consolidation 
plans is Thursday, May 
17, at 7 p.m. at Trinity 
Episcopal Church (7005 
Piney Branch Road NW). 


Every calendar quarter, four 
routes will be selected to get 
trimmed, and for this round, the 
lucky winners are the 70/74 and 
the 90s buses — along with two 
Arlington routes not mentioned 


at the meeting. 

To avoid the blowback WMATA 
suffered last year when several 
stops were removed without 
neighborhood input, employees 
are asking people which ones 
they’d like to see cut or preserved. 
After reviewing what folks say, 
there will be another round of 
meetings (probably in June) to talk 
about what’s on the 
chopping block. 

“This is not the 
end of the process,” 
Browning said. “This 
is the beginning.” 

Instead of sharing 
their opinions on 
stops, however, the 
most vocal attendees 
used the opportunity to pile on 
complaints. 

They were valid concerns — 
one woman said her son regularly 
has to wait twice as long for a ride 
because the first bus to arrive is too 
full to take on more passengers — 
but when Browning noted that this 
wasn’t the point of the meeting, the 
discussion began to feel a lot like an 
argument. There were accusations 
of “smoke screens” and lies. 

In theory. I’d feel bad for 
WMATA. But it’s easy to see why 
people are suspicious. This meeting 
was announced just a few days in 
advance; there were no signs outside 
alerting passersby that the meeting 
was taking place, and to top it off, 
the church was LOCKED when I 
arrived. 

I walked over from the Metro 
with 48-year-old Debbie Brown, 
a blind Rockville resident who 
wanted to make sure disability 
issues were considered in the 
planning process. I’m not sure she 
would have been able to get into the 
building if I hadn’t been there to 
flag down someone to let us in. 

IfWMATA truly wants to hear 
from the public, it has to pull out 
all the stops.

More With Less 

Alex Ovechkin’s first-period goal 
on Wednesday night tally marked 
his 30th career playoff goal, ty- 
ing him for the all-time franchise 
record with Peter Bondra. Ovech- 
kin also became the first player 
to record 30 goals in his first 50 
playoff games since Joe Sakic 
did so in 1997. And while Ovechkin 
may have only played 15 minutes 
14 seconds, the star finished with a 
goal, three shots on goal, five hits 
and three blocked shots- one in 
each period as he continues to per- 
form well with fewer minutes than 
he is used to seeing, (twp) 


“He’s got great speed and a big desire 
to win,” Hunter said of Chimera. 

The grinding play of the Caps speed- 
sters helped open up the ice for Alex 
Ovechkin, who nearly added a sec- 
ond goal after scoring on a first-peri- 
od power play to add to his strong 
postseason despite receiving limit- 
ed minutes. 

Another major aspect of the gruel- 
ing second-round series has been the 
ice time delegated to players by both 
coaches. 

While Hunter has been questioned 
for his limiting of Ovechkin’s ice time 
throughout the postseason, it’s pro- 
duced results. On the other bench. 
New York Rangers coach John Tor- 
torella is shortening his bench as the 
series wears on. 

Four players played less than seven 
minutes against the Capitals in Wednes- 
day night’s 2-1 loss, and the team’s 
third defensive pairing of Stu Bick- 
el and Alex Strahlman is consistent- 
ly seeing ice time diminish as games 
draw to a close. 

It’s a trend the Capitals have 
picked up on and hope to exploit on 
Saturday night. 

“Their top [defensemen] played lots 
of minutes. We are going to have our 
chances,” Ovechkin said. 


Boosting the team’s confidence has 
been the play of young goalie Braden 
Holtby. Holtby was named the first 
star of Wednesday night’s win with 
30 saves, and his calm presence on 
the penalty kill has been a boon for 
the Capitals. 

“The penalty kill has been strong 
throughout the whole playoffs. It’s been 
unbelievable,” Joel Ward said. 

With the series traveling to New 
York, the Caps — who defeated the Bru- 
ins in a Game 7 in Boston to advance to 
the second round — must once again 
clinch a ticket to the next round on 
hostile ice. 

Washington, it seems, can count on 
its new unflappable demeanor, which 
has focused the team. 

The Caps have responded in the 
series to each test they’ve encountered, 
such as rallying after a three-overtime 
loss in Game 3 to New York and a last- 
second goal that led to the eventual 3-2 
loss in Game 5. 

It’s a drastic change from previous 
years, when emotional losses would 
rattle the locker room. This postsea- 
son has been a complete turnaround 
from those days. “That’s just the way 
we are,” Chimera said. “We’re a cool 
team in here, we don’t really crack.”

With three D.C. apartment rentals in about 
three years under his belt, Ryan Holeywell 
has learned that a good landlord is just as 
important as closet space or an updated 
kitchen. 

Maybe more important. “If you have a 
boyfriend or girlfriend, you can break it off 
with them at any time. But with a land- 
lord, you’re stuck with them for a year, so 
you better make sure it’s a good relation- 
ship,” Holeywell says. 

That’s why he always makes sure to ask 
how the landlord would handle things like 
a broken oven or leaky faucet. 

“It needs to be clear what sort of main- 
tenance responsibilities are those of the 
landlord and what are those of the ten- 
ant,” says Holeywell, 26, a staff writer at 
Governing magazine. “You should be con- 
fident that the landlord will take care of 
issues and won’t try to nickel-and-dime 
you if it’s their responsibility.” 

Many frazzled apartment hunters rush 
to put pen to paper, taken in by a unit’s 
shiny hardwood floors or killer views.

when things break? 

“All of these things sound like 
they’re so practical, but in the heat 
of the moment when you really like 
an apartment, a lot of the basic 
questions don’t end up getting 
asked,” says Mark Wellborn, editor 
in chief of UrbanTurf, a website 
that focuses on the D.C. area’s 
residential real estate market (Dc. 
urbanturfcom). 

Inquire whether the landlord 
or renter pays for water, gas and 
electricity. “Get an understanding 
of who is responsible for utilities, 
and ask about average utility costs 
to include in your calculations 
to see if you can afford the 
rental property,” says Joseph A. 
Amatangelo, vice president of 
the Residential Management and 
Rental Service Center at Long & 
Foster Real Estate. 

Don’t assume that you can 
carry out all your HGTV-inspired 
home-makeover fantasies in your 
new place.

“One thing no one ever thinks 
about is how much the rent can 
increase year over year,” says 
Debbie Kaplan, chief operating 
officer of D.C .-area apartment- 
locater service Urban Igloo (877- 
445-6632, urbanigloo.com).

Johnny Depp’s campy

Film Review 

At once a brash, strutting pop culture 
pastiche and gloomy exercise in self- 
cannibalizing nostalgia, “Dark Shad- 
ows” is depressing on myriad levels. 
Tim Burton’s retread of the late- 
’60s, early-’70s daytime goth-opera 
— starring Johnny Depp as original 
sexy-vamp Barnabas Collins — does 
exactly what the Depp-inspired com- 
edy “21 Jump Street” so cleverly cri- 
tiqued, lazily recycling old TV shows 
and hoping no one will notice. Unlike 
that energetic, genuinely funny com- 
edy, Burton’s mash-up of post-’60s 
kitsch and modern-day knowingness 
strikes a chord that is less self-aware 
than fatally self-satisfied. “Dark Shad- 
ows” doesn’t know where it wants to 


lyn (Chloe Grace Moretz), a dissolute 
Collins heir named Roger Qonny Lee 
Miller) and his sensitive young son, 
David (Gulliver McGrath). 

The best part of “Dark Shadows” 
is Collinwood itself, rendered by Bur- 
ton as a fascinating temporal collage 
in which a family lives in genteel pov- 
erty, sipping their coffee from Pier 
k 1 cups amid 18th-century finery 
1^ gathering dust. 
pP But Burton winds up driving 

such piquant anachronisms into 
the ground with a constant barrage 
of jokes featuring Barnabas interfac- 
ing with 1970s culture, from a troll 
doll and a lava lamp to Karen Car- 
penter and Alice Cooper. There’s lit- 
tle by way of a story in “Dark Shad- 
ows,” which instead works as a glib 
collage of winks and references. 

“Dark Shadows” was written by 
Seth Grahame-Smith, whose novels

AMERICAN REUNION (R, 113 minutes) 
Like StifLer, “American Reunion" refuses 
to grow up. The obsession with sex has 
not changed. The subject of coupling, 
uncoupling and re-coupling with exes is 
almost the sole subject of conversation 
at this reunion. There’s precious little 
comedy mined from the fact that people 
change. At times it goes beyond tweaking 
taboos to the downright inappropriate. 
Asubplotabouta neighborhood girl(Ali 
Cobrin)— she’sturninglSandhasthehots 
for Jim (Jason Biggs), herformer babysit- 
ter-borders on the pedophiliac. m.o. 
THE BEST EXOTIC MARIGOLD HOTEL 
(PG-13, 122 minutes) A blandly middling 
crowd-pleaser, this film follows a group 
of seven English retirees who have 
taken up residence in a seedy Indian 
boarding house. The entertainment is 
directly proportional to the appeal of 
each character. At the delightful end of 
the spectrum is Judi Dench’s Evelyn, a 
recent widow whose lonelinessand hard- 
won wisdom is rendered in an affectingly 
nuanced performance. At the other end 
is Maggie Smith’s Muriel, a nakedly rac- 
ist coot rendered in a strident, one-note 
caricature. Some viewers may respond 
to the film’s message that it’s never too 
late for love. Others may groan at its reli- 
ance on paleolithic vaudeville humor, m.o. 
THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 


on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use. 
The opening scenes are when viewers 
meet the principal players, who hew 
telegenically to horror-movie conven- 
tions. When they all pile into an RV and 
head for one of their cousin’s new place 
on a rural lake, carnage is sure to ensue. 
As a playful departure from the torture 
porn that it obliquely lampoons, “The 
Cabin in the Woods" marks a welcome 
return of cheap thrills and simple bump- 
in-the-night frights, with some stinging 
self-critical commentary on the side. A.H. 
THE FIVE-YEAR ENGAGEMENT (R, 124 
minutes) A running sight gag has Jason 
Segel dressed in a pink bunny suit, which 
his character, Tom, wore to the New 
Year’s Eve party where he met Violet 
(Emily Blunt). She’s dressed as Princess 
Di, and it’s no wonder that the two hit it 
off. One year later, Tom proposes to Violet 
in one of the cutest marry-me sequences 
staged in recent movie history. The film 
hits a speed bump right when Tom and 
Violet do, after they move to Michigan. 
Tom can’t find a job and winds up making 
sandwiches: Violet comes under the sway 
of a flashy psych professor, and the two 
begin to growapart. Because it’sso will- 
ing to drill down into Tom’s and Violet’s 
misery, “The Five-Year Engagement" in- 
volvesa higher grim-to-grin ratio than its 
fluffier brethren. But even at its darkest 
and weirdest, the film seems intent on 
being assweetas it is brutally honest, a. h. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PC 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne 
Collins’ floridly postapocalyptic future, 
are subjected to an annual ritual wherein

they murder one another as part of a 
nationwide reality show. That perverse 
dystopia is brought faithfully, if unspec- 
tacularly, to life by director Gary Ross. If 
the series’ legions of fans miss a detail 
here or a subplot there, they’ll still rec- 
ognize its bones and sinew, especially in 
Jennifer Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, 
Katniss Everdeen. Lawrence is never less 
thangroundedand believableasayoung 
woman forced by circumstance to as- 
sume wisdom far beyond her years, a.h. 
THE LUCKY ONE (PG-13, 101 minutes) Can 
a drama be too restrained? “The Lucky 
One," adapted from a Nicholas Sparks 
novel, stars Zac Efron in a sudsy romantic 
melodrama. All great romances hinge on 
two things: keeping the principals apart 
and getting them together. When a con- 
clusion is as foregone as the one in “The 
Lucky One," the first part of the equation 
becomes nothing but contrivance and 
ginned-up conflict. Most of “The Lucky 
One" consists of proving how sensitive 
Logan (Efron) is and how put-upon Beth 
(TaylorSchilling) isasshe clattersaround 
her grandmother’s impeccably distressed 
cottage and affects Veronica Lake- 
esque bangs-in-the-eye sultriness, a.h. 
MARVEL’S THE AVENGERS (PG 13, 143 
minutes) There were ripples of anticipa- 
tion when Marvel Enterprises announced 
that Joss Whedon would direct “Marvel’s 
The Avengers," the comic-book movie 
to end all comic-book movies. The fan- 
boys wondered: What’s his play? “The 
Avengers" has been executed with allthe 


reverence the superfans demand. The 
performances are so well-pitched that it’s 
tempting to overpraise the good but not 
great movie that surrounds them. Whe- 
don seems to have tamped down his in- 
stincts to play up irony and camp. Instead, 
he focuses on simply making the charac- 
ters legible and the story easy to follow. 
Bidding goodbye to at least one beloved 
character and saying hello to another 
in a tantalizing closing-credits hint, he 
leaves us wanting more— which, for now 
at least, is undoubtedly the right play. a.h. 
THE PIRATES! BAND OF MISFITS (PO, 
90 minutes) The charmingly goofy animat- 
ed feature showcases characters known 
only as the Pirate Captain, the Pirate With 
Gout, the Albino Pirate, etc. “The Pirates!" 
is built around the premise of a reality-TV- 
style contest between the Pirate Captain 
and three other blackguards: Black Bel- 
lamy, Cutlass Liz and Peg Leg Hastings. 
In his search for ships filled with booty, 
the Pirate Captain accidentally sacksthe 
HMS Beagle, the research ship of Charles 
Darwin (voiced by David Tennant), leading 
to a more landlocked, and delightfully 
ludicrous, adventure. As with Aardman’s 
“Wallace and Gromit" films, there’s a 
sardonic animal sidekick. Perhaps, by 
the second “Pirates!" film, there will be 
a character as beloved as Gromit, m.o. 
THE RAVEN (R, 111 minutes) See the 
right promotional photo of John Cusack 
playing Edgar Allan Poe in “The Raven" 
and it briefly looks like a good idea, but 
then Edgar Allan Poe walks into a bar 


and starts talking. Nothing in the ac- 
tor’s cadence or attitude suggests the 
story’s 1849 setting. “The Raven" seems 
content to steal a famous figure’s name 
and leave any stabsat authenticity to the 
set and costume designers. The booze- 
weakened author helps hunt a serial killer 
he himself has inspired. Director James 
McTeigue was much more successful 
capturing graphic novelist Alan Moore’s 
mood in “V for Vendetta" than he is con- 
juring the suspense of Poe. john DEFORE 
THINK LIKE A MAN (PG-13, 120 minutes) 
An all-star revue of some of the most 
physically stunning actors in Hollywood, 
“Think Like a Man" is a pleasure if only 
on a purely sensory level. The nine main 
characters in “Think Like a Man" might be 
archetypes-bordering-on-stereotypes, 
but all manage to resemble authentic 
human beings, thanks to the terrific 
actors who play them: Taraji P. Henson, 
Meagan Good, Regina Halland Gabrielle 
Union. Each of these gorgeous, high- 
achieving, self-aware women faces a 
specific dating problem for which Steve 
Harvey, author of the book the movie is 
based upon, has just the right advice. 
Forget hackneyed cliches about Players 
and Dreamers. Focus on the pleasures of 
watching a group of gifted actorssparand 
seduce each other and “Think Like a Man" 
just might go straight to your head. a.h.
